When they left over IOO persons 
were huddled on the saloon deck, which 
v a- then partly submerged with the 
m rolling sea washing over the main 
d ^ k . 
a southeast gale was blowing, 
With the Wind whistling through the 
cordage of the wrecked vessel at a ve­ 
r i t y of over forty miles an hour, and 
» high sea was beating 
against the 
hull, sending spume high over it and 
hugh seas pounded on the deck, threat- 
eni.p to break up the wreck.

the only d e a r day and from Saturday

N earing the entrance to the 
strait* the w eather was very thick and ‘ 
the officer* thought they were in the I 
vicinity of the Umatilla Reef lightship 
near Cape Flattery, which has a good 
fog signal on board.
